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' ners Gid (03 Or dogood unto them that do,good unto you again? 
Sinners did ſo : Bur Chriſt ſays, Tow muſt love your Enemies, 
and do good unto them that hate you, Luk. 6. 

And doth not Fames tell you, that if you fulfil the Royal 
Law, according to the Scripture, Thos -jhalt lowe thy Neigh- 
bonr as thy ſelf 2 Jam, 2. | 

Now if you love your Neighbour as your ſelves, ye will 
got Perſecute about his Reltgion, 

And let all Nations in Chriſtendom, and elſewhere, conſi- 
der this; let no Neighbour-Se&t in Chriſtendom (as there is 
many) Perſecute , Kill, or Baniſh, Priſon, or Spoyl the 
Goods of his Neighbour-Sect about Religion, becauſe he will 
not be of his Religion and of {iis Faith : For 'the Apoſtle tells 
you, They themſelves hid not Power over the Saints Faith $ 
For, if you do unto al! men as you would have them dounto you, 
which is Chriſt's and the Apoſtles Doctrine, you would not 
have any to Baniſh, Priſon, Kill, or Spoyl your Goods con- 
cerning your Religion ; then pray ſee you do not ſounto 6- 
thers, and ſee if you can keep this Royal Law: For would 
-you have the Turks, or Tartars, or Jews to Kill, or Impriſon, 
or ſpoyl your Goods about your Religion © You ſay no; then 
do not you do ſo to them, nor to one another that are called 
Chriſtians, that may differ from you in your Religion; for 
you would not be {o ſerved your ſelves, ſeeing that the Con- 
formity lyes to the Image of God, to which all muſt be Con- 
formable; and in char, the true Unitormity lyes; and unto his 
Righteouſneſs and Holineſs as man was in before he fell: And 
thisis Chriſts and Gods work to Create them a-new, and re- 
new them again into his Image ;' And God 7s the rewarder of 
all them that diligently ſeek him, and he will Judge every man 
&ccording to his works, REV. 20.13. 

And behold, ſaith Chriſt, 7 come quickly, and my Reward 
is with me, to giveevery man as bis Work ſlall be, Rev, 22. 

And Chriſt ſaith, The Sox of man ſhall come in the glory of 
his Father with his Angels, and then he ſhall reward every man 
45cording te his works. And 
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And the Apoſtle tells the Church of the Corinthians, Every 
man, ſhall receive his Reward according to his own labour :

And the Apoſtle ſaid concerning Alexander the Copper-

So all Chriſtians that can wirnels the Lord, is come to awet 
in them, and walk in them, and their bodies are the Temples of 
God, their blind eyes are opened, and their deaf ears are un- 
{topped, and che Lame does leap, and the tongue of the Dumb 
iS looſed, and fings Praiſes to God : For he makes Waters #n 
the Wilderneſs, and ſtreams in the Deſart, and ſprings in the 
parched ground; and ſuch knows God's high way, and it i called 
the way of Holineſs, the unclean ſhall not paſs over it. 

Here is the Holy way to God, Chriſt Jeſus, who bruiſes 
che Serpents Head, that has bzen betwixt Man and God, and 
made him and his way QUaholy ; and ſo 'through Chriſt, Man 
comes again to God. | 

And hear whatthe Lord ſaith ia 1ſai4h to ſuch as will not hear 
when the Lord calls, and chuſes their own ways, and forſakes 
the Lords : 1 4!ſe-will chuſe thetr deluſion, aud will bring their fear 
upon them, becauſe when I called, none did anſwer, and when 1 
ſpoke, none did hear ; but they did evil before mine Eyes, and 
choſe that lu which I delighted not. 

And therefore let all thatare called Chriſtians, conſider 
chis,that lay there-is no heating God, nor Chtiſts Voyce now 
for he hath poured his Spirit upon you, that ye might under- 

-ftand it, and hear it, D 2 And 
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And Chriſt tells you after he was Riſen, that he ſtands at the .. 
Door and knocks, and if any Man will hear his Voyce, he 
he will come ia and Sup with them, and they with him, 

Now God and Chiift calls, but ye will not anſwer 5 and if 
He ſveak to you by his Power and Spirit, ye will not hear, nor 
ſoilow Chriſt which 1s the way to God, bur chooſe your own 
ways; therefore what can ye expect but deluſion, 1/4. 66. 

And now thoſe that will not hear when God ſpoke to them, 
nor anſwer when he called, They cat them out that trembled 
at God's Word, from amongſt them , and hated them for the 
Lords Name ſake ; and then (aid unto them, ler the Lord be 
glorified : -But ſaith, the Lord, He ſhall appear co your Joy, . 
to wit, thoſe.that trembled at his Word, but they ſhall be a+ 
ſhamed, 

But-whom ſhall the-Lord and his Chriſt teach knowledge £ 
and whom ſhall he make to underſtand do@rine 2 Them thas 
are weaned from the Milk, and drawn from the Brea, © 
Ia, 28 

Now let all Chriſtians confider what Milk and what Breaſts 
this is, if itbenot the Milk of the Word, and the Babes that 
are Born again of the Immortal Seed that feeds upon this ſincere. 
Milk of the Word. 

And the Lord ſaid unto-Feremiah, Behold the day's. come, I 
will make a new Covenant with the Houſe of Iſrael and Judah, nos 
according to the Old that I made with their Fathers in the day 2 
brought them ont of Egypt, which Covenant they . broke - But 
ihis « the New Covenant that I will. make with them, ſaith the 
Lord. 1will put my. Laws in their inward parts, and write then 
in their hearts, and Twill be their God, and they ſhall be-my Peo- 
ple; and they ſhall teach no more every man his Neighbour, and 
every man his Brother ; ſaying, know the Loyd, for they ſhall all 
know me from the leaſt of them untothe greateſt, Jer. 31. 

So now all the Chriſtians that does profeſs the days of this 
New Covenant, Chriſt Jeſus: Hath God written his Laws 
in your heaits, and pur them in your inward parts, . and =_ 
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miads 2 Donot ye need to teach every Man his Neighbour," 
and his Brothers Saying, Kzow the Lord: Do ye all know*- 
the Lord, from the Jeaſt ro the greateſt of you, by Chriſt Je- 
ſus the New Covenant? So that the knowledge of the Lord ' 
doth cover the Earth, as the Waters: does the Sea, that it ' 
ſhall be the uppermoſt in you: Are ye in this High, and Glori-- 
ous, and Everlaſting-Covenant ? and can ſay that God is your 
God, and ye are his People 2 And you do lee the endof the 
old Covenant, and its days, which was to the outward 'Fews ; 
and they are the true Fews which ate the trae Chriſtians in Spi- 
rit, That ſerves God in the Newneſs of the Spirit, and not in the* 
Oldneſs of the Letier, Rom:.7. 6, Rom. 2. 28,29. 

And in Micha 4. where the Lord ſaith, Many Nations ſha? 
come and ſay, Come, let us go up to the Mountain of the Lord, the 
Houſe of the Godof Jacob, and be ſhall teach us of his ways, and 
we will walk in bis paths, and they ſhall ſit every Man under his © 
Vine, and under his Figg-tree, and none ſhall make them a-- 
fraid, the Month of the Lord of Ho#ts hath ſpoken it. 

And now-you may ſee, here are Nations that will come un-- 
der God's Teaching,. who teacheth them his Way and Path 
to walk in; and they that are under God's Teaching, do fit* 
under Chriſt che Vine, and are grafred into Him, and they* 
that abide in Him will bring forth fruir, 

And let the Houſe-of Chriſtendom take heed leſt the ſaying 
of Hoſea the Prophet, do not come upon them, 

Upon whom the day of Fiſitation will come, and the aty of Re- 
compense will come, that {ay the Prophet ts a Fool, and the Spi-+ - 
ritual Man Mad, and ſay there are no Prophets nor Spirituak 
men now in their days ,, as you may ſee in Ho, 9..: 

And thee areſuch as @wuenches the Spirit; for though the 
. -Lord poured out his Spiric upon the Houle of 7ſ7ael, and ſaid, 
He gave them his good Spirit to ini#rudt them, yet they rebelled 
azainſt it , Neh. 9:20. - | 

And Stephen ſaid to the High Prieſt and Councel ofthe Fews, 
in his Examination, .Te.S/1ff- necked and U neircnmeiſed in heard 
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4nd ears, yt do almays reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt, as your Fore- fathers 
aid, ſodo ye, Ate 9.51. 

And therefore let all Chriſtians take heed of reſiſting the 
Holy Ghoſt, which reproves them of their Sin, Righreou(- 
neſs, and Judgment ; which Holy Ghoſt the Comforter, the 
Farher doth ſend in Chriſt's Name, which did Teach the A- 
poſtles and the Saints all things, and brought to their remem- 
| brance whatſoever Chriſt had declared unts them, which Ho- 
ly Ghoſt did come according to Chriſt's Promiſe, as in A, 2. 

And Chriſt ſaid te his Diſciples, when they ſhould be call- 
ed before Magiſtrates for his Names ſake, he bade them, Take 
210 thought what to Anſwer, for the Holy Ghoſt ſhall Teach you in 

:he ſame hour what ye ought to ſay. 

So here the Holy Ghoſt was their Teacher, Zuk, 20, 

But you may ſee often the Prophets and Chriſt ſpeaks to the 
 Fews, How they ſlopt their Ears, and cloſed their Eyes , ara 
would not fee with their Eyes, nor hear with their Ears, leſt they 

ſhould be Converted, and he fhould heal them, and ſuch Re- 
 belled azain#t the good Spirit, that God gave them to inſtrutt 
them, and reſifted the Holy Ghoſt : And it is well if too many 
. of you, called Chriſtians, do not ſo now: But ſome there are 
thar (ay, They cannot have the ſame Holy Ghoſt and Power, 
aS the Apaſtles had ; then they cannot Pray in the ſame Holy 
Ghoſt, nor have the ſame comfort and fellowſhip in the Holy 
Ghoſt, as they had, nor be led into all Truch. 

And it is ſaid in 1/4.26, 9. With my Soul have I deſired thee in 

che Night, towit, the Lord ;, yea, with my Spirit within me will 
T ſeek thee early: For when the Fndgments are inthe Earth, the 
Inhabitants of the World will learn Righteouſneſs. 

So my defire is, that all Chriſtians were of this ſpirit and 
mind ; and if all Fleſh will not obey this good Spirit which 
ſtrives with them all, when his Judgments are come into the 
Barth, that will make them to learn Righteouſneſs. 

| For, Loe, he that formed the Mountains, and Created the 
Winds, and aeclareth unto man what is his thoughts , = 
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waketh the Morning darkneſs,and treadeth upon the high plates 
of the Earth , the Lord of Ho#ts is hit Name, Amos 4. 30. 

Surely this might convince all men, that God is a God at-. 
hand, - that ſheweth unto them their thoughts by. his good 

irik, ; 

And God ſtrove with the Old World, with his Spirit, and 
they grieved him, bur ac laſt he overthrew them: And God - 
ſtrove with the Fews by his Spiric, which he had given them . 
toinſtruct them, bur they rebelled againſt it, ſo as at laſt he 0- 
verthrew them alfo. 

And now God hath ſent his Son ro dye for all, and his Go- . 
ſpel is Preacht to all Nations, and every Creature under Hea- 
ven; and Chriſt hath enlightned all with-the Light, which. is -. 
the Life in the Word, which was in the Beginning, and God 
has poured out his Spirit upon all Fleſh: And the Grace of God 
which brings Salvation , hath appeared unto-all Men, to teach 
them, and bring their Salvation. | 

And now, if Chriſtians and others do hate-the Divine 
Light of Chriſt, and quench his Spirit, and turn his Grace in- 
ro.Wantonneſs, and walk deſpitefully againſt it, and reſiſt the 
Holy Ghoſt, which reproves them of their Sin, Righteouſneſs, 
and Judgment, which is the leader of Chriſts Diſciples into 
all Eruth, and Teacher, and Comforter. 

I fay, let all Chriſtendom cake heed leſt God- Almighty o- 
verthrow them, as hedid Sodom and the Old World, and che 
Fews, and mingle them amongſt the Heathen, as he did them, 
for ſuch as have the forms of Godlineſs, and denys the power theres - 
of, axe tv be turned away from by all God's People. 

And alſo itis ſaid in AMrch.s. He, to wit, the Lord, hath 
ſhewed thee, O Man, what is good, and what the Lord requireth 
of thee, to do juſtly, ana love Mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God. 

"Nw let all Chriſtendom conſider this, High, and Low, 
what God-Almighty hath ſhewed unto you, and what he re- 
quires of you. Firſt, he hath hewed you what is good, thac 
Je . 
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- ye might ſhun the Evil : here God is your Teacher and Shewer 
. of whatis good. Secondly, What God doth require of you, 
8fter he hath ſhewen you the good, co wit, to do.Jultly, to 
love Mercy, and to walk Humbly with God. 

Here God ſheweth Man his Duty both to God and Man, and 
how to walk before God and Man ; here God is your Teacher 
by his Spirit, if yewill hear his Voyce,. and hearken unto him 
who ſhews you this, | 

Now the Fews made a great Profeſſion of the Scriptures in 
the Old Teſtament, and ſa:d, God was their Father but Chriſt 
_ told them, if God was their Father, they would love Him, for 
he proceeded from the Father. 

And ;further, Chriſt ſaid unto them, ze that is of Goa, 
heareth Gods words; ye therefore are not of God, becauſe ye hear 
them not- 

And therefore, ſays Chriſt to the Fews, Te are of your Fa- 
ther the Devil, and the Luſt of your Father ye willds,, mark ye, 
Will do, For the Devil was a Murderer from the Beginning, 
and abode net in the Truth, becan{e there was no Truth. in him 5 
when he ſpeaks a Lye, he ſpeaks of his own ; for he is.a Lyar, 
and the Father of it. 

Now.theſfe Fews that were, Erred from the Spirit, and Re- 
belled againſt it, which God had poured upon them, could 
Profeſs the Scriptures, and that God was their Father ; -but 
.Chriſt ſaid, Te are of your Father the Devil, who was a Murde- 
rer, and his Luſts yewill do; andthey did it, for chey Murder- 
ed Chriſt, 0h. 8. 42,to 48. 

And therefore, let all Chriſtendom take heed, leſt they 
-err from-this Spirit which God has poured upon all Fleſh; then 
they go from the Spitit of Truth, and do che Devils Luſts, like 
the Fews, that Crucified Chriſt without the Gates, and #hey 

come to Cyucifie to themſelves Chriſt afreſh, and then Perſecute 
and Murder his Saints, where he is manifeſt, 

And the Apoſtle ſaith in As 3. That Moſes truly ſaid unto 

he-Fathers, A Prophet ſhall the Lord your God raiſe np unto you of 
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yony Brethren, like unto me, him ſhall ye hear in all things,what- 

forever he ſhall ſay unto you ;, and it ſhall come to paſs that every 

ſor! that will not hear that Prophet ſhall be deſiroyed from amone ſt 

the People, | 

And ſurther the Apoſtle ſaith, That all the Prophets from Sa- 
muel, and thoſe that followed after, as many as have (poken of 
him, likewiſe forctold of theſe days, to wit, the days of Chri#, 
Act. 3. 

And ſo Moſes as a Servant, was Faithful in his Houſe; but 
Chriſt, as a Son, is over his Houle, whoſe Houle we ate, 
ſzysrhe Apoſtle ro the Church in the Primitive Times. 

Wherefore, as the Holy Ghoſt ſaich, To day, if ye will hear 
his Voyce, harden not your hearts, H<b. 3. 

But you may ſee whoſe Voyce we muſt hear, the Voyce 
of Chriſt, the Voyce of this Prophet, whom God hath raiſed 
up, and not Man; Chtiift, the Son of God, who is over the 
Houſehold of Chriſtendom, and they that do not hear his 
Voyce, hardens their hearts; and therefore the Holy Ghoſt 
ſaith unto you, Whilſt it ts called to day, hear his Yoyce, and 
therefore ye mult nor pur it off till tro morrow, for ye may be 
cead before to morrow, 

Ani they that deſpiſed Moſes's Law, dyed without mercy, un- 
der two or three Witneſſes, how much ſorer puniſhment ſuppoſe ye, 
ſhall they be thought worthy of, who have troden under foct the 
Son of Goa, and counted the blood of the Covenant, wherewith he 
was $andtified an Unholy thing, and have dealt deſpitefully unto 
the Spirit of Grace, as in Heb. 10, . 

Oh! therefore all ye called Chriſtians, take heed, donor 
deſpite unto che Spirit of Grace, butletic be your Teacher co 
ſeaſon your words, and ftabliſh your hearts, and it will bring 
your Salyation. 

For the true Church, in the Primitive Times, entred into 
the Holyeſt by the blood of Jeſus, by the New and Living 
way 3 and Chriſt was their High Prieſt over the Houſhold of 
B God, 
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God, which al true Chriſtians were then, and are now, thae 
were the true Chu:c!, 

And the Apoſtle told them, That th:y were come to Mount 
Lion, a#d unto the City of the Living God, and tothe Heavenly 
Jerutalem, and to a Inaumerable Company of Angels, and to 
the General Aſſembly, the Churgh of the Firit Born, written in 
Heaven, and to God the Fudge of all, ana the Spirits of juſt Men 
made perfect, andio Feſus the Mediator of the New Covenant, 
audio the Blood of Sprinkling, Kc. 

$0 if they did not eſcape, that refuſed him that ſpoke on Earth, 
much leſs ſhall we eſcape ſays he, if we refuſe him, to wit, Chriit 
that ſpeaks from Heaven. 

So here you may lee what the true Church was come to in 
the Primitive Times, and whom they were to hear, the Pro- 
phet whom God had raiſed up, and this was after Chrilt 
was Riſen. | 

And now iet Chiiſtendom examin chemſelves, and ſee if 
they be come to Mount Sion, and to the Heavenly Jeruſalem, 
and to the innumerable Company of Angels, and to the general 
Aſlzmbly and Church of the Fir{t-Born, wrirten in Heaven, 
and to the Spirits of Fuſt Men made perfed?, and to Feſus the 
Mediator, and tothe Blaod of Sprinkling ; and that they donor 
carn away from hearing Chriſt that ſpeaks from Heaven, 
Heb.12, For he ſtands at the Door and knocks, Rev. 3. 

And the Apoſtle ſtith, Swch an Hizh Prieſt became us (tg 
wit, Chriſt) who is Holy, Harmieſs, Undefiled, ſeparate from 
Sinners, and & made hither than the Heavens, Heb. 7. 

Now this is the Prieſt and Prophet, which is over God's 
Houſe, and becomes it; and all the true Chriſtians that hear 
Chriſt's Voyce, re his Houſe , ſo the true Chriſtians High 
Prieſt, is Holy, Harmleſs 3 He will do none hurt, but good ; He 
is Undefiled, for He leads out of Detilemenc, He is ſeparate 
from Sinners, for no Guile nor Sin is found in his Mouth ; He 
1s made higher than the Hzavens, and higher than. Aarons 
Priefthood, and bigher than a!l the Pricſtioods mace zt 
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Schoolsz and he remains inthe Heavens, until allthings be 
reſtored, and he is reſtoring by his Light, Spirit, and Power, 
vp unco himſelf: And they that are reſtored ſits i the Hea- 
venly Places in Chriſt Feſis,Ephel. 2. 6, 

So God was the Teacher of Adam and Evein Paradice, and 
as long as they kept under his Teaching they were Happy. 

The Serpent was the falſe and ſecond Teacher, and Adam 
and Eve hearkening unto him, and forſaking God's Teaching, 
they lolt Paradive, and became unhappy. 

And God ſaid, The Seed of the Woman ſhould bruiſe the Ser- 
perts head, who 1s the head of all falſe Teachers, 

Ani ſoas the Apoſtle ſaid, God at ſundry times, and in di- 
vers manners, ſpoke unto our Fathers by the Prophets z but 
#n theſe laſt days he hath ſpoken unto us by his Son. 

So God ſpoke to the Prophets before the - Flood, and after 
the Flood, and in the time of the Law ; bur now in theſe laſt 
days (the Chriſtians days) He hath ſpoken unto us by his Son: 
Us, the Church, the true Chriſtians, ſo he is che Speaker 
now to all the true Chriſtians. | 

And ſo Chriſt, by whom all things were made, He was the 
firſt, and he is the laſt, and he is the Quakers firſt Speaker and 
che laſt ; for God hach ſpoken unto us by his Son, that God, 
who was the Speaker unto, and Teacher of Adam and Evein 
Paxadice before they fell: And the Serpent that was the falſe 
Teacher and Speaker, Chriſt bruiſes the head of him, and 
through Death deſtroyed him the power of Death, to wit, 
the Devil. 

And I ſay 2gain, God hath ſpoken unto us by his Son, who 
renews us up in the Image and likeneſs of God, In Righteouſ- 
neſs, and Holineſs, as Adam and Eve were in, before they 
fell. 

So the ſame God that was the Speaker unto Adam and Eve 
in Paradice, has ſpoken unto us by his Son, who was the 
Speaker to the Chutch in the Primitive Timesz Glory to God 
for ever. 
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CNL97  Andall muſt hear Him,and believe in Him, and follow Him, 
5 tunes #5, inthe Life. 


And therefore hearken to his Voyce, and take heed ye be 
not found inthe ſpirit of deep f{ly4mber, as the Fews werein, 
and have Eyes, and (ee not, and Fars, and hear not ; and thar 
your outward things and inventions be not a Snareand a Trap 
to you, like unto the Fews Table , whoſe Table was made a 
Snareand a Trap, and a Stumbling block, and a Recompence 
unto them : Though they calke of God and Chriſt, yer they 
did not receive him when he came, And you,called Chriſtians, 
talk much of Chriſt, and that he is come, bur if ye have Him 
not, ye have not Life , andif He be not in you, ye are Re-_ 
probates. 

And therefore, ©uench not the Spirit of God, nor hate hi: 
Light, but believe init, as Chriſt commands , and mind what 
the Righteouſneſs of Faith ſpeaks; The Word is nigh thee, 
even in thy heart, andin thy month, - to obeyit, and doits and 
that is the Word of Faith which we Preach, faith the Apoltle, 

Now if all Chriſteadom had continued in this word of 
Faith in their hearcs and mouths, the Apoltle Preacht and 0- 
beyed it, and done ir3 they had been all Reconciled to God, 
and tothe Scriptures, and one to another. 

And the Holy Men of God gave forth Scriptures, as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghoſt , and Chriſt ſaith, It zs the Holy Ghoſt 
that leads into all Truth. | 

So none can be led into all the Truch of the Scriptures, but 
by the ſame Holy Ghoſt thar ſpoke them forth , and ſach 
comes to ſit under God and Chriſt's Teaching, 

And Chriſt has ended the worldly Sanctuary, and the Ta- 
bernacle made with hands, as you may ſce in the Hebrews. 

And Stephen told the Fews that much adored the outward 
Temple: Solomon lays, he built an Houſe, How be it, the 
moſt High dwells not in Temples made with hands, as ſaith the 
Prophet, 1ſa. 66. Thws ſaith the Loyd, Heaven is my Throne, 
aad Earth is my Foot-ſtoole , where is the Houſe that ye built nnto 
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me? Where is the place of my Reſt for all thoſe things hath 
my hand made, and all thoſe things have been, ſanth the Lord; 
but to this Man will I look, even to him that is Poor, aud of a con- 
trite Spirit, and tremblesat my Word. 

'And So/omon, that built the Temple, ſaid, Behold, the Hea- 
wen of Heavens cannot contain thee, mich leſs this Houſe that 1 
kave built, 2. Chron. 6.8 Act.7, 

And the Apoſtle Paul faith, A. 17. God that made the 
World, and all things therein, ſeeing that he is Lordof Heaven 
and Earth, dwelleth not in Temples made with hands, neither j, 
he Wor (hipped with mens hands, as though he needed any thing . 
Seeing He giveth to all, Life and Breath, and all thingy; and ba; 
mad: of one Blood, all Nations of Men to dwell upon the face of 
the Earth, &C. 

And the Apoſtle faith in 1Co7.6. What, &now ye not that your 
bodies are the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, which is in you, which 
Jelaveof God, and ye are not your own, 

Andin 2Cor, 6, Forye art the Temple of the Living God, as 
Cod hath ſaid; I w:/l dwell in them, and walk in them, and 1will 
betheir God, and they ſhall be my Peoples for ye are bought with- 
a price, to wit, the Bloed of Chriſt, therefore glorifie God in your 
Bodys, and with your Souls, 

And now this is every true Chriſtians Duty, that are ſenſi-- 
ble of che price thac Chriſt has paid for them, and are come 
under God and Chriſts Spiritual and Heavenly Teaching ; and 
know that they are not their own, bur Chriſt's that has bought 
them, t2 Glorifie God in their Bodies and Spirits, which are 
God's, who gave them for that end to Grorifie him witha!. 

And no man can ſay that Jeſus is the Lord, who was Conceived 
by the Holy Ghoſt, (but by the Holy Ghoſt) 1 Cor. 12. | 

And let every one that nameth the Name of Chri#t, depfure 
from Iniquity, 2 Tim. 2.19, a 

Solet all that are called Chriſtians, firſt ſee that they are in 
the Holy Ghoſt, and thag they do not reſiſt ir, and thar,. they 


call 
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call Jeſus Lord 3 that is, call him Lord with, and ig the Spirit 
of Truth, that leads them into all T:uth. 

Secondly, let every one mark, thz Command is general ; 
Let every one that names the Name of Chrijl, depart from 1nt- 
quity* And when they have departed from [niquity, then ler 
them name the Name of Chriſt, and then they will not take 
God and Chriſt's Name in vain, but know him their Teacher, 
That makes an end of Sin, and doth finiſh Tranſereſſion, and 
makes Reconciliation for TIniquity, and brines in everlafiin 
Righteouſneſs, who is the way to the Father, and is the Prophet 
that is tobe heard in all things. 

For Malachi ſaith, Behoid the day cometh that ſhall burn is 
an oven, and all the Proud, that doth Wickedly, ſhall be 
as Stubble; andile day that cometh ſhall burn them up, ſaith 
the Lord of Holts, that it ſhall leave them neither Root nor 
Branch, 

But unto you that fear my Name, ſhall the Son of Righteouſneſs 
ariſe, with healing under his wines; and ye ſhall go forth and 
Trow up as Calves of the Stall, &C. | 

And therefore let all Chriſtendom conſider this day that wili 
burn as an Oven, and all the Proud and the Wicked thall be as 
Stubble burnt up, and not be left neither Root nor Branch, 

And therefore let Humility throw down Pride, and Virtue 
Wickedneſs, and come into the fear of God, anddread the 
Name of the Lord, that the Son of Righteouſneſs may ſhine 
upon you, and heal you, that you may grow up within God's 
Power and Spirit, as the Calves does in the Stalls, and ſo be 
fed of Chriſt your Shepherd, 

For as the Prophet ſaich, The Ox knoweth his Owner, and the 
Aſs his Maſters Crib, but my People does not know Me. So in 
this,your Oxe and your Aſs Condemns you, and you are more 
ignorant in your Generations than the Ox and Afle , for they 
know their Feeders, but you know not God and Chriſt your
